.Wolmnrans Think It Would Slop the
Son tti African War.

GRAND RAPIDS. Mich.. June 11. Boer
Envoy Wolmarans addressed a large and
enthusiastic audience here to-nig- ht, speak-
ing In Dutch, for the benefit of the many
Hollanders present. Montagu White and
Rybrant "Wesselius made addresses in Eng-

lish. Mr. Wolmarans reviewed the circum-
stances leading up to the war. In discuss-
ing the news of the disaster to Lord Rob-
erts, recorded in to-da- y's Associated Press
dispatches, he claimed that he and his fellow-

-envoys had been expecting something
of this nature since the evacuation of Pre-
toria, which was. he said, only a part of
the general Boer plan. The Transvaal gov-
ernment realized that it would be a useless
waste, of property and lives of their wom-
en and children to have defended the city
and thus placed it under all the horrors of
a siege and they had. therefore, decided to
evacuate it and make their stand in the
mountains.

"We do not want the United States to go
to war in our behalf," said Mr. Wo-
lmarans. "But we believe that the war can
be stopped by a word from this great Na-
tion, and it is our purpose to io arouse the
people that this word shall be spoken. We
do not expect sympathy or assistance from
your wealthy class, but we know that the
common people are with us, almost to a
man."

COLUMBUS, O.. June 11. The City Hall
a packed to-nig- ht with an enthusiastic

audience gathered to hear Messrs. Wes-
sel and Fischer, the Boer peace envoys,
present their side of the South African
controversy.

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RAIN IN SOUTHERN INDIA

FAMINE SITUATION, HOWEVER, HAS
OT CHANGED.

Nearly Six .Million People Are Re-

ceiving Relief More Money
Needed by Viceroy Carson.

LONDON. June 11. The viceroy of India,
Lord Curzon, of Kedleston, has cabled to
the secretary of state for India, Lord
George Hamilton, announcing that a good
rain has fallen in southern India, that
there have been scattered showers eise- -

where, and that the meteorological reporter
forecasts a good but late monsoon. The
hot weather, however, still prevails, and
the famine relief situation has not altered.
There are now about 5,802,000 persons re-

ceiving relief.
In concluding a description of the ex-

treme destitution and painful distresses
endured by the affected population, the
viceroy urges contributions "to save from
the saddest death and to start again in
what at no time are the brightest of lives
our suffering fellow-creatures- ."

The Standard's Simla correspondent, in
a mail letter, says: "It would be rash to
assume from the almost stationary relief
figures that the corner will soon be turned.
So devastating has been the cholera out-

break, so enormous the mortality, and so
blind the terror inspired by this black
death that the famine relief camps In
Bombay presidency, which contained thou-
sands of workers, melt away and are left
empty in the course of a couple of days.
Starving though they be the people prefer
to fly to their own homes and to die in
quiet than to remain in the famine relief
camps where the cholera Is striking down
a hundred workers daily.

"Terrible stories come from Dohad. There
the famine is at its worst and now the
cholera is completing its work. An eye-

witness says: As we walked through these
oulet streets we a saw deserted homes anl
dead bodies. One brave act witnessed was
u little girl, aged seven, attempting to care
tor two little brothers after the mother
had given up all hope and lain down near
them to die. She was feeding a fire which
burned beneath a broken pot in which sim-
mered the almost rotten feet and bones of
come dead animal. The scene cannot be
painted too black. No account we have
ever read of any famine would picture the
Etate of affairs at Dohad."

The Standard's correspondent says themortality estimates are inaccurate, as un-
numbered dead bodies are polluting the
streams and spreading contagion.

Generous Gifts front Richmond.

P. Delegates from all parts of the world
were present. J. L. Bailey, of Philadelphia,
was elected one of the vice presidents. He
read a paper on "The United States and
South America." by the Rev. J. B. Dunn.

The archbishop of Canterbury. Most
Rev. Dr. Frederick Temple, delivered the
annual address before the congress this
evening, recalling the triumphs the cause
had attained in science, religion, politics
and public opinion. He added that there
still remained one enemy to encounter, the
more difficult of all, namely, the Indiffer-
ence ! of men In general, even very good
men, to the duty of helping our fellows
who are yielding to temptation." J. L.
Bailey moved the adoption of the address,
which, he said, would encourage workers
on both sides of the Atlantic.

Denial from Archbishop Ireland.
ROME, June 11. The Osservatore Ro-

mano publishes a letter from Archbishop
Ireland to Cardinal Rampolla, papal sec-
retary of state, warmly protesting against
a recent statement by the Journal de Gen-
eve, which he characterized as "rubbish"
that he wrote to the- - Duke of Norfolk de-
nouncing the doctrines of the temporal
power of the Pope and the methods of the
congregations of the Roman Curia. Mgr.
Ireland declares that he speaks and thinks
with the Pope on such a serious matter,
and he reserves to himself the right to re-
peat these declarations by word of mouth
to Cardinal Rampolla when next he visits
Rome In order to avail himself of his
Grace's jubilee and to receive the papal
benediction.

United States Marshal
Grimshaw admits trouble Is brewing.

QUADRUPLE TRAGEDY.

Fonr Members of a Household Mar
dered and Their Home Darned.

WEST NEWFIELD, Me., June ll.-G- eo.

W. Goodwin and three members of his
household were murdered last night and the
house In which they lived set on fire by
the murderer, whose motive was presum-
ably robbery. The dead are George W.
Goodwin; his mother, Mrs. Elsie R. Horne,
seventy-si- x years of age; his adopted son,
Scott Goodwin, twenty years of age, and a
hired man, Fred Bertsch.

It Is thought by
the citizens of the town that trouble is
sure to come in the near future between
the Phllpots and Griffins.

Moore, a prominet attorney of this city
and chairman of the city Democratic ex-
ecutive committee was held to the federal
grand Jury charged with using the mails
for fraudulent purposes. The charge
against Moore is based on the alleged
fraudulent use of the mails in securing
passes from various railroads throughout
the country in exchange for like cour-
tesies over the "Birmingham Northern
Railway," a line which is alleged to have
its only existence in stationery which says
J. E. Llnewood is in charge of its ex-
ecutive and managerial affairs, while J.
J. Moore is secretary and treasurer.

DEATH OF BELLE BOYD

NOTED SPY OF THE CONFEDERACY
PASS KU AWAY YESTERDAY.

Wax on a Lecture Tour In "Wisconsin
When Stricken with Heart Dis-

ease Her Exciting Career.

KILBOURNE. Wis.. June 11. Belle
Boyd, the famous spy of Confederate fame,
died suddenly of heart ' disease here, to-
night, aged fifty-seve- n years. She had
come hero to lecture.

Belle Boyd." Mrs. Nat R. High, was a
native of Martinsville, Va., (now West Vir-
ginia), where her father, Benjamin Reid
Boyd, joined the first "Stonewall Jackson
Brigade" and where, in 1862 she first risked
her life to aid her father's general. She
had Just finished her schooling at Mount
Washington, near Baltimore, when the civil
war began. The night before the first bat-
tle of Front Royal, Virginia, May 23, 18G2,

Belle Boyd rode fifty-fo- ur miles to carry
dispatches to General Stonewall Jackson,
and becoming possessed of more informa-
tion of great value, she ran across the
great battlefield to deliver it to Jackson.
So grateful was Stonewall Jackson for this
act that during the lull in the battle he sent
her an autograph note of thanks. Not long
after the battle she was captured and
taken to the old Capital prison at Wash-
ington, where after a few months' stay she
was exchanged for Colonel Corcoran, late
general of the Irish Brigade. On her re-

turn to Richmond she was adopted as the
child of the army and given a captain's
commission in the Confederate army. In
May, 1S64, after passing through many
perils, she was directed by Jefferson Davis
to run the blockade with important papers.
She sailed from Wilmington. N. C, on the
Greyhound on the 8th of May, but was cap-
tured after the steamer passed Fort Fisher
and was taken to Boston, tried and sen-
tenced to be shot. President Lincoln com-
muted the sentence to banishment, and she
finally arrived in Europe and delivered the
dispatches. She did not return to America
until after Lincoln's death and President
Andrew Johnson had issued his amnesty
proclamation. '

After her return she married Capt. N. R.
High, whom she met in the Confederate
service. They had two daughters.

DUE IN PEKING.

(CONCLUDED FROM FIRST PAGE.)
Minister Conger's telegram this morning
was to the effect that the Pao-Tung-- Fu

missionaries are safe up to the present;
that the Chinese government has sent
troops there and promises ample protection
to the mission, though it is not thought
that this protection will insure permanent
safety. According to Mr. Conger it is Im-

possible at this moment to send any foreign
forces from Peking to Pao-Ting-F- u.

Mr. Conger's doubt as to the permanence
of the Chinese ability to protect the mis-
sions is in line with his previous expres-
sions of opinion, indicating a belief in his
mind that the few Chinese generals who
are disposed to protect the foreigners are to
be overcome by the element at the Chinese
court, which Is favorable to the Boxers.

The attitude of the United States govern-
ment respecting the Boxer troubles having
been misrepresented in certain quarters, it
can be stated authoritatively that up to
this point not the first step has been taken
toward sending any troops from General
MacArthur's army In the Philippines to
China. It was decided last week that none
of the troops could be spared, even if
wanted, and that none would be spared If
they could be for such a purpose In the
present aspect of the Chinese trouble.

The crisis continues to be an absorbing
topic at the foreign embassies and legations
In Washington, but the prevailing senti-
ment is that It will be confined to mob
outbreaks and will not eventuate in a ter-
ritorial dismemberment involving the var-ion- s

powers. It is pointed out that up to
this time the foreign powers have stated
most positively that their sole purpose was
to restore order and protect their citizens
and property, and, while there has been
home suspicion of an ulterior motive on
the part of some of them, this has not
taken form. - On the contrary all the of-

ficial declarations have disavowed anything
more than a restoration of order. The
Spanish minister at Peking is doyen of
the diplomatic corps there, but, as Spain
has practically no interests in China, Sir
Claude McDonald, who is second in point
of service to the Spanish minister, will act
as dojen during this upheaval, the other
ministers having interests to protect co-
operating with him.

That serious international entanglements
are not expected soon Is indicated to some
extent by the departure from this city of
the foreign representatives. The Russian
ambassador. Count Cassino, has already
gone; Ambassador Cambon, of France, will
leave on the 20th inst. for Europe, and
Lord Pauncefote is making arrangements
to go to Newport for the summer on July
1. At the same time it is felt that China
is in such a ferment that an international
crisis, beyond the mob uprisings confined
to China, may. be precipitated at any mo-
ment.

The Chinese minister, Mr. Wu Ting Fang,
is naturally disturbed at the seriousness of
the reports, but in the complete absence of
official information he believes the reports
are magnified, and that the underlying
causes of the attacks on the foreigners
have not been given. A knowledge of this
point, he feels, will permit a much better
judgment of the situation. In some foreign
quarters it has been thought the Chinese
government would give some information
through its ministers abroad on Its views
of the landing of foreign troops and its
ability, unaided, to cope with the situation,
but not a word as to this has been received
here.

Secretary Long this afternoon stated that
he had sent no direct answer to Admiral
Kempff. nor was such an answer neces-
sary, in view' of the subsequent cablegram
to Admiral Remey at Manila. The rein-
forcements. In the shape of 100 additional
marines, which will come to him from Ma-
nila in the course of a week, would Indicate
the department's position sufficiently. It
will take the Solace a full week to make
the trip, according to the estimate of the
naval officers, for it is about 2,(X0 mile3
from Manila to Taku. It is recalled at the
Navy Department that Admiral Kempff is
not entirely dependent on these marines
from Manila for reinforcements, for he was
authorized last week to call on the United
States naval vessels at Shanghai the
Yorktown and the Castlne for more men
if he needed them, and it is suggested that
the Oregon also may supply another force,
li addition to the twenty marines she has
sent already to Admiral Kempff. It is
evident that the Navy Department ap-
proves all Admiral Kempff has done, up to
this point, at least, as is shown by the dis-
inclination to hamper him by instructions.

STATEMENT nV M. DELCASSE.

France Will Work In Harmony with
Other European Powers.

PARIS, June 11. In the Chamber of Dep-

uties, this afternoon, M. Dennis Cochin,
Conservative, asked the government if
adequate measures had been taken to ar-
rest the insurrection in China and protect
the French flag. The minister of foreign
affairs, M. Delcasse, replying, said China
was a country of secret societies, and that
any one of these gave the signal of the in-

surrection. The acts of the rebels, he
added, showed that, for them, the enemy
Is western civilization. They attack schools,
missions, railroads and telegraphs, and the
movement has become one of peril for all
foreigners, and even at Peking the insur-
rection has its accomplices, who are ready
to Join It. Continuing, the foreign minister
said: "A community of danger dictates to
the powers their resolutions. I wish to set
aside all question of divergent views
among them. What I affirm is that the
surest guarantee of safety for each is a
united front. If the Chinese government
does not seek to repress the insurrection,
of which it appears neither alarmed, nor
even surprised, it may expect to meet
grave misfortunes. I have placed at th
disposal of the French minister all our
naval forces in Chinese waters and have
instructed him to keep in constant com-
munication with his diplomatic colleagues,
among whom the most complete accord
has not ceased to reign. The legations have
just notified the government of China and
the dowager Empress that an end must be
put to this peril, which menaces the tin

pire and European Interests. Otherwise the
powers will act for themselves."

The foreign minister also said that riots
of the same nature had occurred on the
frontier of Tonquin. and far from subsid-
ing, the agitation had-redouble- d and the
French consul had been compelled to leave
his post. The minister then remarked: "I
advised him that a detachment of troops
was held at his disposition, if he needed
them. We wish to defend our economic In-
terests and are not thirsting for conquest."

In response to another inquiry, M. Del-cas- se

laid stress on the fact of the most
complete understanding existing between
the powers for the defense of Europeans
and the legations.

A cablegram from the French bishop in
Peking has been received to-da- y by a re-
ligious order of the Lazarists, announcing
that its missionaries and sisters are safe.

The Figaro. In a leading article on "Eu-
ropean Diplomacy at Peking," says: "If
the collective action of the powers falls,
the most likely combination to re-establ- ish

rder in the Chinese empire would ba
Russia France and Germany, which came
to the aid of the country at tho con-
clusion of the war of lxlXi in obtaining bet-
ter terms of peace with Japan. Nothing,
however, shows as yet that a solution of
the crisis is impossible; but if the status
quo is to be maintained it will be necessary
to land more than five thousand men at
Taku. The powers count too much upon
moral prestige and too little upon the elo-
quence of rifles and cannon."

PROTECTORATE PROPOSED.

Proposition from the Tutor and Con
fldnnt of the Deposed Emperor.

LONDON, June 12. The Shanghai corre-
spondent of the Daily Express, telegraph-
ing yesterday, says: "Weng Tung Ho, Em-peri- or

Kwong Hsu's tutor and confidant,
who was dlmissed by the dowager Empress
after the coup d'etat in 1SDS, sends with
the special sanction of the Emperor and his
Tarty, including three viceroys, a message
to the people of the West. In part it is as
follows:

" 'His Majesty is convinced through
amply trustworthy sources that the loyal
suppqrt of many scores of millions of the
Chinese will bo accorded to his proposals
for putting an end to the state of anarchy
brought about by the action of the Em-
press IIsl Tsi. The government of China
being virtually nonexistent the Emperor
proposes that the foreign powers whos?
troops dominate the capital shall remove
his imperial person from the palace in
which his Majesty is confined a prisoner,
shall declare Empress Hsl Tsl and her pres-
cht ministers to be usurpers and shall bring
Emperor Kwang Hsu to Nanking, Wu-
chang or Shanghai, whichever the said
foreign powers deem to be the most suit-
able situation for the new capital of the
Chinese empire under the new conditions.
It is proposed by his Majesty and his ad-
visers that the foreign powers should de-
clare a joint protectorate and undertake
the task of governing the country through
his Majesty.

"The message suggests that the pro-
tectorate should abolish certain boards in
Peking; appoint new ministers; abolish the
existing so-call- ed armies: establish gen-
darmerie under foreign officers; take con-
trol of the customs, posts and telegraphs
and work them through Chinese officials;
establish a uniform currency; readjust tax-
ation and insure the freedom of religion.

"Weng Tung Ho, who predicts a peace-
ful acceptance of such a regime, jsoes on to
say: 'China is ripe for the change of tide
which the reactionaries vainly seek to stem.
If it should so be, on the other hand, that
the foreign powers seriouly contemplate the
dismemberment of the Chinese empire they
have before them the huge task of facing
dense millions who, although lacking train-
ing and who make but contemptible sol-
diers, possess boundless powers of passive
resistance and would be able to wear out
the patience of any European ruler seeking
to govern them without regard to their
prejudices of the oldest civilization.

"The conquest and division of China
would be possible with 100,000 troops, but
to retain the government would require
1,000,000 soldiers and centuries of work. The
task would end with the most unhappy
results for both conquered and conquerors.

"His Majesty and his advisers beg Amer-
ica and Japan to pause before resorting
his dismemberment, which can be deferred
at leant until the Emperor's efforts to
govern his people and to restore the hap-
piness of this great division of the human
race have proved abortive. If the people
are assured that the rowers are guiding
and protecting his Majesty and do not in-

tend to swallow the country piecemeal,
they and the soldiers will return unques-
tionably to the allegiance from which the
Empress diverted them."

FOREIGNERS SHOULD HESITATE.

Russian Prince Predicts ' Terrible
Slaughter When the People Awake.
LONDON, June 12. The Dally Express

publishes the following from St. Peters-
burg:

"Prince Ochtomsky, editor of the Viedo-most- l,

and who is a great Chinese author-
ity, says that the Boxers are one of the
old secret societies with which the modern
society of China is honeycombed. They
have been working against foreigners for
several generations. The Boxers will prob-
ably be put down, but it Is feared that a
great number of men, women and children
will be murdered before that can be effect-
ed. The prince says the present difficulty
is of a temporary nature and cannot be
compared with the great upheaval that is
to come. European attempts to divide and
to coerce China will only result, he pre-
dicts, In the Chinese becoming more united
in their hatred against foreigners. Already
they are exceedingly embittered against
them. He considers that the Europeans are
to blame for exploiting and taking ad-
vantage of the Chinese. Formerly they were
an extremely peaceful and inoffensive peo-
ple; but Europeans, with their militarism,
are changing all this.

"The prince goes on to say: "The awak-
ening of the Chinese will be terrible. All
those warlike instruments of destruction,
the use of which they are being taught, will
probably be turned against the Europeans
themselves. The Chinese have no fear of
death, and they make excellent soldiers un-

der European instructors. The prospect for
the Europeans is not pleasant. One plan,
perhaps the best plan, would be to disarm
the yellow races and to police China with
European troops, but the powers are so
jealous of one another that even this plan
is difficult to carry out. In case of a gen-

eral revolt Russia has not too many troops
at her disposal, considering that she has
not only to guard a long stretch of railway,
but to protect her subjects In Manchuria
from being murdered. She will, therefore,
not be able to send many to Peking

"The Prince sincerely trusts that Russia
will never have to fight the Chinese. He
regards the present disturbance as the
worst thing that could have happened, Rus-
sian interests being so Inimical to it. Anglo-phob- es

here say that England is at the bot-

tom of the whole trouble In China and is
endeavoring to divert European attention
from South Africa by causing a disturbance
in the far East."

AMERICAN MISSION BURNED.

International Club, Ontslde Peking,
Also Destroyed 3y Fire.

BERLIN, June ll.-- The German Foreign
Office has received a dispatch from Pe-

king, dated Sunday afternoon, saying that
the American mission house at Tung-Cho- w,

the river port of Peking, has been
burned by natives. The officials of the For-

eign Office suppose this happened on Sun-

day or Sunday morning. The dispatch
further says the International Club, out-

side of a gate of Peking, has been burned
and that the Belgian secretary of legation
was attacked by Chinese soldiers. The For-

eign Office interprets the latter news as
confirming the serious view it has taken of
the situation and expresses fear that the
German embassy will be next attacked.

An official of the German Foreign Office
called attention to a remark ascribed to
Col. John Hay, the United States secretary
of state, to the effect that the United
States could not enter Into an alliance
with the powers regarding China, and
added: "There is no Question of ah alli-
ance, which Is unnecessary, but only of a
political combination for a specific purpose.
There Is no political question, tut a police
question. The case Involves the interest of
no single nation, but of all In common."

It was further added at the Foreign Of-
fice that there are now 6"f foreign soldiers
In Tien-Tsl- n. Of the 1.5 now on the way
to Peking. l.".rt are German. They wj!i re-
pair the railroad as. needed, probably
reachir.g Peking to-da- y. one of t:e two
telegraph wires to Peking, which wat. de-
stroyed, has been restored. The German
gunboat Tiger has been ordered to sail for
China immediately. The German Governor
of Tsing-To- w has been ordered to co-oper- ate

APPEAL FRO 31 MISSIONARIES.

Washington Asked for Assistance
Foreigners in Peril.

NEW YORK, June ll.-- The following
cable from Peking was received to-da- y at
the Methodist Episcopal Board: "Massacre
native Christians; situation foreigners
critical. Press Washington." This Was
signed by Davis and Gamewell, and came
direct from the missionary society at
Peking, of which they are in charge. A
copy of the message was immediately sent
to President McKinley.

In repeating the cable message to the
President, Rev. A. K. Leonard, the mis-
sionary secretary, added: "This means our
people are in great peril and greatly need
such protection, as our government can
afford."

Abandoned by Missionaries.
BOSTON, Mass., June 11. The American

Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis-

sions, has received a cablegram from
Peking, dated yesterday, confirming the
press dispatches that Tung-Ch- o has been
abandoned by the missionaries and that the
missionaries are safe at Peking, but that
the native converts have been massacred
and scattered. There were sixteen mis-
sionaries at Tung-Ch- o, nineteen native
helpers, 213 native communicants, 3X) na-
tive adherents and 450 Sunday-scho- ol mem-
bers. The total number of pupils In the
educational department of Tung-Ch- o was
220. Of the sixteen missionaries four or
five are known to be in this country oa
furloughs.

DELAY PREVENTED.

Anglo-America-ns Insisted on Prompt
Action for Relief of Foreigners, t

TIEN-TSI- N. Sunday, June 1L It la
learned that but for the firmness of the
United States consul and Captain McCalla,
of the Newark, in charge of the American
landing party, and the British consul, there
would have been further delay in dispatch-
ing the International guards to Peking and
the majority of the forces would not have
been British. At a meeting of the consuls
and commanders of troops last evening,
when the necessity for the immediate dis-

patch of troops was considered, the repre-

sentatives oi two European powers ques-
tioned the necessity and afterwards dispar-
aged the Idea that the British force should
preponderate. The Anßlo-American- s, how-
ever, insisted and carried their point. The
Americans generally deplore the smallness
of the United States force here. At the
same time they are ready to defer to what-
ever may be considered best at Washing-
ton.

Russia Wnnts All Northern China.
CHICAGO, June 11. Freiherr Franz von

Goetz, a hydaullc engineer of Kiel, Ger-

many, who ha? been for a year and a half
in Vladlvostock, Russian Siberia, in charge
of the building of the Russian naval dry
dock at that port, arrived in Chicago to-

day. He declares that Russian participa-
tion In the concert of powers in north China
is all a pretence. Russia talks, he says.
about dispatching 11. (MJ men from Port
Arthur across the Gulf of Pcchili to Taku.
What she in reality designs is to march
50.0W men by land out of Manchuria upon
the Chinese capital to seize upon the city
and tha government, and on pretense of
prenering order practically annex north
China to the Uue.ian Asiatic empire.
